M, thereupon hath enſued betwene them, and the marchantsofthe 
1 || Staple of England in their ſtaple marchandiſes, a continual trafick, 
t namely in wooll and wooll felles, foz the dꝛapery of ſundzy of their 
Townes there, which thꝛough the great troubles, and ctuil warres lately had in theſayd lowecoun- 
tries, hath bene of late ſomething difcontinued, all paſſages being either ſtopped by the enemie, oz ſo full 
of daunger, as no trade could be conueniently had into thoſe partes, without great perill of loſle of the 
whole aduentures, whichimpediments are nowe remoued (thankes be to God) in the beſt andmoſte 
commodious places ofthe ſaid Countries, foz the ſayd traſicke, the countries of Holland and Zealand 
being in good peace and quiet, without any feare oꝛ danger of new troubles to fall amongſt them, And 
therefoze the people of the laid countries are deſirous to rene we their foꝛmer olde trade, foꝛ the which 
the States of thoſe countries, haue ſolicited and ſued to her M aieſtie by their letters and meſſengers: 
The Nueenes moſt excellent Maieſtie, other great clemencie and godly diſpolition, hauing great com⸗ 
miſeration and pitie of the afflictions ⁊ miſeries of the ſubiects of thoſc partes, and in reſpect thereof, + 
oftheſaidhumble requeſt, and being credibly infozmed , that it is commodious and not vnpꝛolitable fox 
the ſtate ofthis her Maieſties common weale, to recontinue the auncient amitie and entrecourſe with 
her ſatd neighbours of the lo we countries, And that thzough a by the diſcontinuance of the ſayd trade of 
the marchantsofthe Staple of late peres, all wooll felles, aſwelmarchantable as others, haue bene + 
are altogether pulled, and the wooll thereof foz themoſt part, wꝛought by ſtrangers here in England, in⸗ 
to ſund2zy newe and vnneceſſary deuiſes not p2ofitable foꝛ the Realme: Her Maieſtie thereloꝛe by the ad⸗ 
utle of her moſt honourable pꝛiuie Counſel, intending to pꝛeuent thoſe miſchiefes, and to pꝛouide remedy 
fo: the pꝛemiſſes, as alſo being willing to ſatiſtte and relieue the ſayd ſubiects ofthe lo we countries, and 
to auoyde diuers other inconueniences that may growe ⁊ enſue, i the inoꝛdinate pulling of marchanta- 
ble wool fels ſhould not be reſtrained, ſtraightly chargeth a commaundeth, that from Shꝛoue Tueſday 
next comming after the date hereof, and ſo yerely from that day commonly called Shꝛoue Tueſday, as it 
ſhall fall, vntill the laſt day of June perely following, no maner ofperſon oz perſons, vpon paine other 
Maieſties indignation, diſpleaſure a impꝛiſonment, and further puniſhment at her Highnes plealure by 
any waies, arte, oꝛ meanes, directly oꝛ indirectly,ſhal pul oz clippe,o2 cauſe to be pulled oz clipped, any ma- 
ner of wool fell, commonly called Marchantable oz Staple felles, accuſtomed heretofoze to bedzyed 
fo: themarchants ofthe Staple,but that all the ſame marchantable ⁊ Staple felles, kalling by flaugh- 
ter 02 otherwile, from the ſayd Shzoue Tueſday vntil the laſt day of June yerely be dꝛyed, actoꝛding to 
the fozme and true meaning ofthis pꝛoclamation. And fox the better execution hercof, her Maieſtie by 
the aduile afozcſaid,ſtraightly chargeth a commaundeth all and ſinguler her Juſtices of the peace, Ma⸗ 
iozs, Sherifes, Baylifes and other head olficers, of any Counties or Shircs within the Realme, al well 
within liberties as without, not onely as much as in them lieth, to lee this preſent pꝛoclamation truely 
executed, but alſo if any perſon be iuſtly accuſed befoꝛe him oz them, foꝛ contemning oz bzeaking this pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, oz any part thereof, they ſhalcommitſuch party to warde, there to remaine without baple oz 
mainpꝛiſe, till her Maieſties and her moſt honourable Lounſels pleaſure be further knowen. Pzouſded 
alwayes,that if befoze the firſt day ol Auguſt, euery pere perely, al ſuch marchantable wool felles be nat 
bought by the marchants ofthe Staple, that then it ſhalbe lawful foz the Felmongers,Glouers,xother 
perſons, to pull all ſuch felles as ſhalbe then remaining and vnbought of the fozmer yeres growth, any 
thing in this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation to the contrary notwithſtanding, Ind this pꝛoclamation to continue 
during her Maieſties pleaſure. Giuen at her Maieſties Palaceof woeſtminſter, thexrviit.daycof Fe- 
kuary,in the one a twentieth pere l her Raigne.
